charges for reduction range from $6 to 
$18 per ton, according to character says 
tbe Tribune, and the result is that ore 
comes here from Nevada, where, if 
nil led, would be from $20 to $25 per 
ton. and tbe mills only guarantee 80 per 
cent, of the assay value, thus bringing 
the net yield of $100 ore down to $55.

This 
is attributed to the chloride of silver 
mixed with the ore extracted from that 
mine. A Frue concentrator is now being 
set up at the mill, which it is thought 
will prove a success. 


The Golden Gate concentrators at the 


Brunswick will now take the crnshingt 
from forty out of the fifty-six stamps 
running on ore from the Yellow Jacket 
mica extracted from above the 1,300 
level. The remaining 16 stamps are 
crushing ore extracted from above the 
400 level.

the present process.
